TREMONT  AND  SCHOOL  STREETS 
The  church  was  organized  in  1686.  The  present 
building  was  completed  in  1754.  The  burying 
ground  shelters  the  graves  of  Governor  Winthrop 
and  William  Dawes,  Jr.  of  Paul  Revere  ride  fame. 
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
